WHAT SCIENCE 
IS DOING 


STATE OF MIND AFFECTS 
STOMACH 


Unusual evidence that emotions 
are a factor in the development 
of ulcers was reported recently 
by two physicians who spied on a 
man’s stomach during emotional 
disturbances, 


The study was made on a 56 
year old man who has to be fed 
through an artificial opening: in 
his stomach—remarkably similar 
to the way an army doctor a cen- 
tury ago discovered the nature of 
digestion by looking into a man’s 
stomach through a gunshot wound 
that failed to heal completely, 

The new observations, confirm- 
ing the medical belief that the 
state of one’s mind affects the 
state of one’s stomach, were de- 
scribed in. the journal of the 
American Medical Association by 
Dr. Stewart Wolf, U. S. army cap- 
tain, and Dr. Harold G. Wolff of 
New York. 

“It appears likely,” they -con- 
cluded, “that the chain of events 
which begins with anxiety and 
conflict and their associated over- 
activity of the stamach and ends 
with hemorrhages or perforation 
is that which is involved in the 
natural history of peptic ulcer in 
human beings.” 

The physicians took a look at 
the man’s stomach—34 times— 
and reported that fear, hate, 
anxiety and similar emotions pro- 
duce a stomach condition making 
it possible for acid gastric juices 
to start an ulcer. 

They noticed, for instance, that 
during such emotions the stomach 
becomes red from excess blood In 
the mucous membrane, acid pro- 
duction increases sharply and 
vizg0Yuus contractions begin. 

They found dive that the stom- 
ach’s lining was protévted from 
its own secretions by an efficiél 
insulating layer of mucus, enab- 
ling most small erosions to heal 
promptly within a few hours. 

The man upon whose stomach 
they spied had drunk sealding hot 
clam chowder at the age of nine, 
completely blocking his esophagus, 
and has been fed since through an 
opening cut by surgeons.

In the early winter of 1939 a 
wounded Polish officer picked: his 
way through the ruins of Warsaw 
to the apartment he had occupied 
before the German invasion. It 
was in one of the few buildings 
that had escaped destruction -or 
serious damage. 

Waiting in the apartment was a 
nurse who had cared for him as a 
child. The nurse immediately as- 
sumed her former authority ‘and 
took him. off to a workingman's 
home. The Germans, she said, 
would take his apartment. The 
next day the officer’s quarters 
were requisitioned and the nurse 
was ordered to serve the German 
occupant. ; 

In a few weeks, his wounds 
healed, the Polish officer became 


the editor of an “underground” 


newspaper. He proposed to “steal” 
his own excellent short-wave radio 
from his apartment in order to 
obtain foreign news. But the 
nurse had a better idea. The Ger- 
man was away from the - apart- 
ment all day. She would listen 
to the British broadcasts in Polish, 
take notes, and relay them to the 
officer. 


At first the Polish officer was 
dubious. But the nurse was in- 
sistent and finally he consented. 
From the first the scheme was a 
success. The amateur reporte: 
provided much valuable informa- 
tion and was greatly pleased when 
she read her “news’’ in the “un- 
derground” paper. She felt she 
was making an important contri- 
bution to continued Polish resis- 
tance. 


One day, however, the German 
returned to the apartment earlier 
than was expected, and ‘she was 
caught red-handed. The Gestapo 
subjected her to a severe grilling, 
but she kept her silence in spite 
of all threats. 


The German authorities sen- 
tenced her to twenty years at hard 
labor. The nurse went to prison 
with her head held high and a 
smile on her face. She knew that 
her one-time charge was stil] at 
liberty; that he had found another 
source of foreign news, and that 
the secret paper was still giving 
the Polish people a reason for the 
unquenchable ‘hope that was in 
them. : 


English Farmers 
Praise Canadians 


Farmers in south-east England, 
having reaped and stored the fin- 
est harvést in history, are now 
‘paying tribute to the magnificent 
help given them by Canadian sol- 
diers during the summer. 

Lord Monsell, South-East Reg- 
jonal Commissioner, told report- 
ers: “Our farmers would have 
been in very great labour diffi- 
culties if it had not been for the 
help of the Canadians. Most of 
the men had experience of Cana- 
dian farm work, and our farmers 
regard them as thundering good 
feliows.” 

The Canadians worked in large 
forces from the first haysel] to 
the carting of the last load of 
corn. Since then they have been 
lending a hand at threshing and 
baling, and many are now help- 
ing to lift potato and root crops, 

Some of their work has been 
performed as part of their mil- 
itary duties, but many of them 
devoted their leave-days to vol- 
untary work in the haryest fields, 
In a few cases, so -@ager were 
they to help, they walked from 
farm to farm until they found 
work. 

Lord Monsel]l said that apart 
from their land work the Cana- 
dians have rendered grand ser- 
vice in civil defence. “At every

Canadians have been among the 
first on the scene, anxious to 
lend a hand, ready and willing to 
take instructions from whatever 
officer was in charge. 

“Fine fellows, fine workers and 
fine soldiers.”

Political Policy Of United States 
In Campaign In North Africa — 


This is a good time, says the 
New York Times, for a little pa- 
tience, and confidence as well, 
about the political policy our Gov- 
ernment is pursuing in North 
Africa. The situation is admitted- 
ly a strange one. Our friends the 
Free French are nowhere in the 
picture. Instead it is Darlan, until 


a week ago the colleague of Laval, - 


who is organizing North Africa 
on our side; Darlan who appoints 
General Giraud as the. Command- 
er-in-Chief of the French forces; 
Darlan who uses the American- 
controlled Algiers radio to broad- 
cast, in the same breath, a call 
to arms against the- Germans and 
a claim that his authority to make 
war upon the Germans derives 
from -Petain, who is a puppet in 
German hands. It fs in these per- 
plexing circumstances that the de 
Gaulle committes in London an- 
nounces that it is “taking no part” 
in the present situation and will 
acvept no decisions made. by the 
Americans and British “should the 
negotiations result in arrange- 
ments which would in effect con- 
firm the Vichy regime in North 
Africa.” 
Criticism Premature 

There will be some  bewilder- 
ment in this country also, and tio 
doubt the charge will be made in 
certain quarters that our Govern- 
ment has once more embarked on 
a policy of “appeasement” at the 
expense of its real friends. But 
puch criticism, in our judgment, 
will be premature, It will also be 
made without full possession of 
the facts in a complex situation, 
A great military operation is un- 
der way in North Africa. Whether 
it succeeds or fails is a matter of 
touch-and-go. Only the military 
commanders in the field, and the 
Government officials in Washing- 
ton who receive from them the 
first-iand information which they 
have\gathered on the spot, know 
what problems we face in North 
Africa, what obstacles must be 
overcome, what risks must be tak- 
en, what means must be used 
both to save the lives of American 
boys and td assure the success 
of the vast military enterprise 
which we have launched from a 
distance of three thousand miles, 
Surely there is only one thing 
that counts at the moment. This 
is to obtain control of the whole 
north coast of Africa, Tunisia 
included, as the necessary first 
step toward the IMberation of 
France herself. 

Patience Urged 

Whatever obscurities or appar- 
ent contradictions there may be 
in the present American political 
policy in North Africa, we do not 
for a moment believe that the 
course our Government Is follow- 
ing means that we have mistaken 
our enemies for friends, or lost 
interest in the real cause for 
which our friends are fighting— 
namely, the life of the French Re- 
public.

To have a Christmas cake or

Must Never Speak 
To Moslem Women 


Booklet Gives Advice To 
U. S. Soldiers tn Africa 
American soldiers in North Af- 

rica were forbidden even to speak 

to a Moslem woman, lest they im- 

peril the whole campaign, 

A booklet warned them to put 
aside all preconceived notions and 
ideas about women in Africa, that 
the “most innocent word” to a 
Moslem woman is an insult to 
Moslem men. 

“There is no Arab custom which 
must be respected more complete- 
ly than their attitude toward wo- 
men,” it said. “The difference be- 
tween peaceful and friendly rela- 
tions with the natives on the one 
hand and serious difficulty on the 
other may depend on whether or 
not every single one of us under- 
stands and respects the very spec- 
fal outlook the Moslem have 
toward \women. 

“You must not talk to Moslem 
women, Never, under any circum- 
stances. The most innocent word 
addressed to a Moslem woman fs 
considered an insult bitterly re- 
sented by all Moslem men, 

Serious Warning 

“If an Arab asks you to his 
house, the women in the house are 
confined to thelr quarters, If any- 
thing is said or done by you which 
would make the Moslem men feel 
you have shown disrespect for 
their women, there will be no limit 
to their righteous indignation. 

“Regarding Moslem women, you 
must put aside all your precon- 
ceived notions and ideas. You 
must remember your conduct in 
this matter may decide the fate of 
the campaign. 

“Remember this at all times. It 
is a most serious warning.” 

The booklet in other respects 
was similar to one issued to Unit- 
ed States forces going to Britain. 
It contained a geographical sketch 
of the landing area, customs, liy- 
ing conditions and many do’s and 
don'ts. 

It told the. Americans not to 
think of themselves ag conquer- 
ing heroes, but as good-will am- 
bassadors, always remembering 
that the French and Americans 
are . traditional. friends.

Sugar Substitutes 


Honey: Substitute an f equal 
amount by volume of honey for 
the sugar called for, but reduce 
the liquid in the recipe 4% cup 
for each cupful of honey used. 
Honeys vary greatly in flavor and 
thickness, depending upon the 
season, dry or wet, and upon the 
kind of flowers from which the 
bees have gathered the nectar. 

Molasses — Substitute an equal 
amount by volume of molasses for 
sugar but reduce the liquid in the 
recipe % cup for each cupful of 
molasses used, Vv used in 
breads, cakes and cookies, add % 
teaspoon of soda, 

Maple Syrup — Substitute 1% 
cups of maple syrup for each cup- 
ful of sugar and reduce the liquid 
in the recipe %4 cup for each 
cupful of syrup. 

Corn Syrup — Substitute an 
equa] amount of corn syrup for 
sugar but reduce the liquid in the 
recipe %4 cup for each cupful ot 
corn syrup used. 

When substituting honey, 
Syrups or molasses for sugar in 
baking, bake the product at a 
lower temperature than that called 
for in the recipe.

MOISTURE IN HOUSE 
Dr. Morton Mott-Smith reminds 
us, in Science News Letter, that 
65 degrees is a comfortable level, 
that most Europeans are comfort- 
able at 60. 
Since what Europeans do about 


such things never has been of 
much interest in this country, it 
may be well to follow the doctor 
further, to observe that he says we 


keep our houses too dry for win- 


ter comfort. Humid air at 65 de- 
grees, he assures us, is more com- 
fortable than dry air at 70. 

Most modern heating systems 
provide for moistening the air. 
Those of us with older plants 
often set out pans of water in the 
hope that they will relieve us. Dr. 
Mott-Smith points out that though 
they help some, a kettle of boiling 
water will do much more good. 

He insists, of course, on the 
value of insulation, makes the val- 
uable suggestion that many win- 
dows can be conveniently and in- 
expensively insulated by installa- 
tion of an interior sheet of cello- 
phane. The point is to create a 
layer of dead air between the in- 
Perhaps 
his most important advice is that 
we recognize the fact that when 
the feet are warm the rest of the 
body is likely to feel fairly com- 
fortable. For more reasons than 
one, next winter will be no time 
for cold feet. 


Church Bells Ring 


Some British Children Hear 
Chimes For First Time 


Church bells of England, which 
rang at the accession of Queen 
Elizabeth, at the defeat of the 
Spanish Armada and at the death 
of Nelson at Trafalgar, rang out 
again last week to celebrate the 
victory of British arms in Egypt. 

For the first time since the war 
began, chutch bells in the British 
Isles, land-famed through centuries 
for the sober Sabbath music of 
bells and chimes, broke the crisp 
morning air. 

British youngsterae who have 
never heard the sound of church 
bells—for ringing has been reserv- 
ed during this war as the signal 
for invasion, heard he chimes of 
Westminster Abbey, the measured 
tones of St. Paul's bel! and .the 
volce of St. Martin’s-in-the-Field, 
and in Scotland the note: of old 
St. Cwthbert’s, in the shadow of 
the great rock of Edinburgh Castle. 

Some Belle Silent 

It was a sedate Sabbath of re 
joicing and thanksgiving during 
which people crowded into the 
smallest village parish churches 
and into the great cathedral. Its 
soberness was not lessened by the 
silence of some of ngland’s most 
famous belis, destroyed in enemy 
alr attacks. 

No sound came from the fire- 
reddened tapered spires of St. 
Bride's in Fleet Street, or from Sir 
Christopher Wren'’s’ masterpiece, 
the now-shattered wreck that was 
St. James's, in London's Picca- 
dilly. 

Bow Bél,.in sound of which 
any Londoner musi be born to be 
considered a true cockney, Ureahed 
to earth in 1941. St. Paul’s bells 
were heard despite difficulties, The 
full peal could not be rung because 
of fear of a further cracking of the 
tower, already shaky from a bomb 
hit. 

Bells of Coventry Heard 

Even the famous tones of St.. 
James at Belfast, which had rung 
not only for the accession of 
Queen Elizabeth but for such other 
great events as the defeat of the 
Spanish Armada in 1588, the great

The plane in which he was making an Army inspection 
Two companions on the raft were rescued 


aii to San Francisco, 


Canada Sends More 
Supplies To Greece 


Two Swedish freighters — the 
Akka and the Arrowange—steam- 
ed out of Montreal harbor last 
week for Piraeus, port of Athens, 
with Canadian wheat, péwdered 
milk and large quantities of medi- 
eine for the oppressed people of 
Greece. They have been guar- 
anteed safe conduct by all war- 
ring governments, 

The wheat was the gift of the 
Canadian government through an 
international arrangement while 
the powdered milk, totalling 36 
tons, and medicines were supplied 
by the Greek War Relief Fund of 
Canada. 


Three New Types 
of German Bombs 


The Germans have Introduced 
three new types of ombs. One 
weighs five pounds*with an {ncen- 
diary section that ignites on land- 
ing and a larger charge that goes 
off seven minutes later. A second 
also combines incendiary and ex- 
plosive material, so that on im- 
pact sixty small metal containers 
filled with thermite and six larger 
fire-pots containing pre-ignited 
magnesium filling are thrown out, 
The third is a phosphorous-oil 
bomb which ignites spontaneously 
ami which later explodes to scat- 
ter its sticky liquid contents. The 
heavy delayed - action explosive 
charges are intended to prevent 
attack on a fire so that it can gain 
headway.

Life As It Was Lived Here 
45 Years Ago 

We came across the following 
item, in our twenty years ago 
files, says the Hanover Post. It 
had been reproduced then from 
a fifteen-year-old paper, and had 
appeared originally in one of the 
Walkerton weekly newspapers 
under the headline “The Auto- 
mobile Nuisance,” 

“In Kincardine one day .last 
week, an automobile frightened 
a horse, the horse ran away, the 
driver was thrown out of the rig 
and had his leg broken. It is be- 
coming very apparent from incid- 
ents like this that something will 
have to be done about these auto- 
mobiles. For several years past 
the farmers in the vicinity of To- 
ronto have been agitating for a 
law to. restrain automobiles from 
using the public highways but so 
far have not been able to accom- 
plish anything. But gradually the 
nuisance 
eral. 

“Nearly every town in the prov- 
ince has its .utomobile now and 
some of them have more than one. 
The machines go scooting through 
the country in all directions and 
no road is sacred to them. Horses 
that are easily enough controlled 
in the presence of a railway train 
will go crazy at the sight of an 
automobile and accidents such as 
the above are happening all over 
the country. It will not be long 
before the automobile will drive 
the farmers off the. public high- 
ways altogether"unless something 
is done to restrain them. 

“The farmers built these high- 
ways in the first place and are 
taxing themselves every year to 
keep them in repair and it must 
be more than a little annoying to 
them to be thus dispossessed by 
this new machine. What they 
ought to do is to pledge every 
candidate for parliament to use 
his vote and influence in favor 
of a law prohibiting automobiles 
from using the public highways 
altogether, or at least under con-~ 
ditions that will not interfere with 
traffic.”

Russian forces, attacking south 
of Stalingrad and in the great loop 
of the Don River, have penetrated 
the German defensive lines, taken 
great numbers of prisoners and 
war material and threatened to 
cut off the whole of the’ Nazi fore- 
es between. Stalingrad ard the 
Don River. German forces in the 
Caucasus are being held to a 
Standstill as the severe Russian 
Winter sets in, 

Three months ago the Luftwaffe 
made its first concentrated attack 
on Stalingrad with ordera to 
smash resistance and open the 
way to the panzer divisions. To 
day, dispirited and exhaustéd Ger- 
mans are fighting desperately, 
not to occupy the city, but to pre- 
vent a major disaster by Red 
Army encirclement. 


The German Triangle 

It is two thousand miles from 
the German’ outposta on the Span- 
ish border to the North Cape of 
Norway, says the New York 
Times. It is another two thousand 
miles from the North Cape to the 
Caucasian oil fielde. It is two 
thousand more miles 
Caucasus back to the Spanish bor- 
der, Within those lines lies the 
triangle of German power as the 
fourth Winter of the war beging. 
Hitler stands behind a three- 
cornered frontier with six thou- 
sand miles of land and seacoast 
to defend, 

At nearly every point along 
these lines the German position 
is, or soon will be, exposed to 
direct attack. On the west side of 
the triangle Britain already dom- 
inates both sea and air. What re- 
mains of the German Navy, ex- 
cept or submarines; is bottled up in 
continental porte. The initiative in 


the air attack has passed to Bri-. 


tish hands. There are a hundred 
points on the Bay of Biscay and 
the long Norwegian coast that can 
be hit by commando raids in 
Steadily greater force. 

War, Cold, Hatred 

On the east side of the triangle 
there ig war every foot of the Way 
across the plains of Russia. There 
is war; and there is cold; and 
there is the fierce hatred of people 
who have scorched their land 
rather than let it yield an ounce 
of sustenance to the invader. 

On the south side of the triangle 
the line is safely anchored, at its 
eastern end, in the neutrality of 
Turkey. But west of Turkey lie 
Bulgaria and Rumania, fair-weath- 
er allies of the Axis; Yugoslavia, 
already in: revolt; Italy, smolder- 
ing with trouble: the inadequate-

Within The Triangle 

Hitler must mouht guard over 
a front line six thousand miles in 
length. And even then. his task ig 
only half completed. For this line 
along which he fights to defend 
his power faces in both direc. 
tions. It faces out, against en- 
emies who are in an increasingly 
favorable position to deal him 
heavy blows. And it faces in, 
against enemies who will give him 
no quarter! when he falters. We 
may be sure that the coincidence 
of three great historical facts-— 
Rommel’s rout in Egypt, the suc- 
cessful landing of the Americans 
in North Africa and the final 
smashing of Hitler's 1942 offens- 
ive by the amazing Russian arm- 
jes—has fired the -people of every 
temporarily conquered nation in 
Europe with fresh faith in an Al- 
lied victory and new courage for 
the unrelenting war of sabotage in 
which they are engaged. From this 


point forward Hitler ‘wil! meet 


with even more determined op- 
position from within his triangle 
than any he has yet had to face. 
He will have to make war upon 


whole populations. He will have to 


arm his soldiers against death and 
terror in the dark. He will have 
to beat down the mounting doubte 
of his own people. And he will 
have to mobilize, for & War of 
defense on many fronts, a German 
industry and a German trangpor- 
tation system which have already 
fet the vwearand-tear of three 
hard years of war. 

ae Design of Winter 

This is the situation as Hitler 
enters the fourth Winter of the 
war of his own choosing. But the 
design of this approaching Winter 
is not of his own choosing. He did 
not plan the war this way. It was 
his purpose and his plan to iso- 
late his enemies, destroy them 
one by one, find Quislings who 
could do his work for him Buc. 
cessfully and harness a great com- 
pany of slave states to the Ger- 
man Reich, Now he finds this pur- 
pose thwarted, and opposition 
mounting on all sides. There will 
be long, hard fighting before this 
war ends in the destruction of 
Hitler and his armies. But we 
now have reason to believe that 
this fighting will take place whol- 
ly within, and at no point outside, 
the present triangle of German 
power.

The anatomy and working of 
the leaf of a tree are as curious 
and complex in their fashion as 


_ the physiology of an eye or an ear 


or a brain. Leaves and roots and 
trunk-—these are the instruments 
whereby is carried out the tree’s 
life process, writes Alan Devoe 
in “Lives Around Us.” 


Occasionally, very gently, a 
tree moves its leaves, to let them 
better catch the Sun; occasionally, 
very slowly, it may reach out with 
its groping roots, hair fine at the 
tips, and crush a stone that has 
been impeding them. And always, 
unceasingly, it goes about its 
soundiess drinking and feeding, 
drawing in the earth’s water for 
its thirst, opening the million lip- 
ped mouths of its leaves in the 
noonday sun.

Words of Praise 

“We are receiving favorable 
comment from unexpected sources, 
Dr. T. V. Soong, Foreign Minister 
for China, said in Chungking that 
Canada is conducting a wonderful 
war effort, which, ‘in proportion 
to her population, Surpasses that 
of any other country. I was told 
in’ England that our rate of output 
of merchant ships is about equal 
to that of the United Kingdom. 
General McNaughton has stated 
officially that the quality of Can- 
adian munitions is the best ob- 
tainable and that the Canadian- 
designed Ram tank is the best 
tank of the war. 

“Tdoubt if many Canadians 
appreciate the magnitude of the 

; industrial revolution that is in 
| progress here. In prewar years 
perhaps we have been unduly. pes- 
simistic about our ability to pro- 
duce, in competition with otHer 
countries, If so, that inferiority 
complex is a thing of the past, 
We find that we can successfully 
undertake any~type of war pro- 
duction and compete with the 
world in quality and in produce.

“The most powerful explosive 
of the war is now being manufac.

Ships and Vehicles

“Canadian armor-piercing shot 
has revolutionized the making of 
this type of equipment, which pre- 
vious to Canada’s entry into the 
field was made of high-grade tool 
steel.

“Ganada is now producing mag- 
nesium by a process invented in 
our own research laboratories, 
which is being widely adopted in 
the United States. I believe that 
ours is the lowest cost magnesium 
produced anywhere, 

New Processes 

“Our national research labora- 
tories are developing new pro- 
cesses for making new types of 
equipment and many of these are 
being adoptedin other countries, 
We are building great industries 
that are new in Canada that will 
be a potent postwar factor in our 
industrial life. 

“We are fortunate in having 
picked out for Canadian produc- 
tion the four most useful fighting 
planes of the war to date.” Mr. 
Howe listed these four as Hurri- 
eane fighters, of which more than 
1,000 have ‘been delivered for the 
defense of Canada and for over- 
seas; the de Havilland Mosquito, 
“recognized as the world’s fastest 
and most efficient plane’; the 
and best of the dive bombers.” 
Mr. Howe added: “We are also 
in large-scale production of the 
Catalina Flying Boat, which is the 
best of the coastal reconnaissance 
planes.” 

During 1942 we will have pro- 
duced approximately 215,000 (me- 
chanized vehicle) units. One of 
these units consumes approximate. 
ly twice the material and labor 
used by a normal commercial ve- 
hicle, so that our 1942 output is 


practically equivalent to 430,000" 


commercial trucks, as against an 
average of less than 40,000 per 
year for the ten years prior to the 
war.

1818, the Britieh 
Sailors’ Society was “founded on 
board the Nelson war sloop 
“Speedy.” The vessel had done 
f00d service at the Battle of Tra- 
falgar and was procured by some 
warm-hearted business men, who 
were deeply touched by the neg- 


In the year 


lett meted out to the sailors of 


that day. 

These business men, with some 
friends, met in the City of Lon- 
don Tavern on February 12, 1818. 
The “Speedy” was bought and a 
few weeks later put into commis- 
sion for the use of the sailors and 
hecame their first Chapel and 
Home. The opening ceremony 
“was an inspiration,” we are told, 
“the well-wishers packed the stage 
coaches from Bristol and elsewhere 
and a great company) assembled, 
And so on that day over 124 years 
ago, the British Saflors’ Society 
was brought into being. 


For years the “Speedy” was a 
veritable refuge to ‘storm-tossed 
sailors. Thousands were helped 


and cheered. The British Sailbrs’ 
Society has gone on and on until 
today {it is maintaining over ONE 
HUNDRED institutes and clubs fér 
the men of the Mercantile Navy 
and of the Royal Navy all over 
the seven seas. 


A few months ago the parent 
BOciety in London sent a cable to 
our Toronto office telling of the 
wrecking of the “Under Twenty 
Club for Navy Boys” at Malta by 
enemy bombing and how Mr. and 
Mrs. Matthews, in charge of the

Employees’ Aid to Britain 
Club” of $500. This is in addition 
to the sum of $400 given to help 
care for the crews of the mine- 
sweepers and dredgers operating 
on the bleak sea coasts of the 
northern Scottish seaboards§ of 
Shetland and Orkney. 

The Chistmas and New Year 
Seasons are so near! In over one 
hundred ports the British Salflors’ 
Society will entertain the sailors 
thousands of them far from home 
and loved ones. 

The Canadian ports are Van- 
couver, Victoria, North Sydney, 
and others. Jersey and Guernsey 
yonder in the Channel Islands are 
out of commission because of the 
war as are all the institutes on 
the continent of Europe. Wherever 
our vessels go, manned by our 
British, Canadian and American 
sailors, the British Sailors’ Society 
finds its way there and cares for 
these boys. 
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full requirements. “In the mean- 
time our dwindling stockpile of 
crude rubber is giving us grave 
concern,” Mr. Howe said. 
“Canada has in three years 
practically doubled its national 
income,” he said. “This has not 


- resulted from inflation, nor is it 


‘due to abnormal prices for pro- 
ducts of our farms, forests and 
mines. Many of our raw mater- 
jals are selling at or below pre- 
war prices, J think it is fair to 
say the increase in national in- 
come is almost wholly due to the 
immense increase in output of our 
factories, our farms, our mines 
and our forests. More than one 
half our total income is now being 
used for war purposes, but the 
income so used has for the most 
part been created since the war 
began. Our people are spending 
for wholly domestic purposes 
somewhat less than immediately 
before the war, but considerably 
more than in the days of depres- 
sion. About one-half of our war 
expenditures are being met by 
taxation, and the balance by bor. 
rowing from our own people. Our 
external debt is not being in- 
creased; in fact it is being reduc- 
ed. We are not in any way de- 
pendent on lease-lend; we are 
paying our way, meeting our obli- 
gations and doing a job that is 
increasing our prestige among our 
allies, 
No Large Profits 


“The threat of inflation, always 
present in time of war, has been 
met and conquered,” 

Mr. Howe emphasized that in 
placing war contracts which now 
total more than $6,000,000,000, 
his department exercised every 
care to gain two objectives—low 
costs and lew profits, “So far as 
we are concdyned, no one is go- 
ing to get rick out of this war,” 
he said, as he outlined methods of 
supervision by the Department of 
Munitions and Supply over all 
contracts, the exhaustive audits 
by the Treasury Department, and 
the rates of taxation fixed “in 
such a way that there is no pur- 
in attempting to make large 
profits from war production.”

Once upon a time the editor of 
The Star got himself a wolf coat 
which demofistrated that wolf 
skins can be converted into outer 
garments which are both hand- 
some and useful in cold weather. 

Now wolf pelts on which the 
Ontario Government pays boun- 
ties, including a substantial num- 
ber from Algoma District, are be- 
ing used to manufacture vests 
which will do something to make 
the life of the sailors of the Can- 
adian navy on the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans a bit more com- 
fortable during the winter months, 

That means that the wolf pelts 
are doing a worthwhile job—and 
after all there is. nothing more 
laudable than converting a nui- 
sance to some useful. purpose; 

Running free jin th bush, the 
Algoma wolf, or for that matter 
any other Ontario wolf, is a de- 
Structive creature.* He won't at- 
tack man, as the fact that the 
$100 reward offered by The Stax 
17 years ago to anyone who could 
prove that he had heen attacked 
by a wolf in its natural state in 
Algoma has never been success- 
fully claimed, has amply shown, 
But so far as farm animals, deer 
and even moose are ‘concerned, 
the wolf does a great deal . of 
damage, That is why the Ontario 
Government offers a bounty of 
$25 on wolves, That is why the 
Algoma’ Wolf Club, quite apart 
from the fact that its members 
enjoy the chase, has from time 
to time set itself the task of clear. 
ing out the wolves from areas 
where the farmers have been suf- 
fering from the animals deprada- 
tions.

delegate of the International Red 
Cross and will be made. up there. 

It is not known exactly what 
they will contain, the department 
said, but the Canadian authorities 
have suggested to the International 
Red Cross Committee that they 
should be made up as far as pos- 
sible of foodstuffs, especially can» 
ned goods, and warm clothing. 

Gifts From Germany 

The International Red Cross is 
also acting as an intermediary to 
provide Christmas gifts to prison- 
ers of war in Canada, — Arrange- 
ments now are under way where- 
by every German conbatant pris- 
oner of war will receive a Christ- 
mas gift from Germany. 

Already some carloads of Christ- 
mas packages provided by the Ger- 
man Red Cross have been received 
in Canada for distribution § at 
Christmas time and the delegate 
of the International Red Cross is 
making arrangements to provide 
a supplementary gift to each Ger- 
man combatant prisoner of war. 


Huns Could Land 


On St. Lawrence 

“It is quite possible that a sub- 
marine might land a few people 
at remote point? along the St. 
-Lawrence,”’ Hon. Angus L. Mac- 
donald, minister of naval services, 
admitted recently. 

“They landed .some in_ the 
United States last summer, and 
General Clark and his group 
landed in North Africa and got 
off all right,” he said, referring 
to the saboteurs taken in the 
United States and to the United 
States-Anglo group which got into 
North Africa to make contact with 
the French and plan. invasion. 

“If any were landed, it would 
probably be done with a view to 
sabotage. There is no evidence 
that any submarines have landed 
men to buy provisions along the 
gulf or river. They would not 
need to do this, as we know they 
can carry enough provisions 
across.”

-. Mailing Essential 


All indications point to a record 
volume of Christmas mail 
year and wartime demands on 
Manpower and _ transportation 
make it imperative that the ap- 
peal to “Mail Early” be close!y 
observed. 

The Postal authorities advise 
that for delivery by Christmas, 
mail must be posted on or before 
the following dates: 

December 15th—British. Coium- 
bia. 

December 16th — Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. . 

December 17th—Manitoba and 
Maritimes. 

December 19th — Ontario and 
Quebec. 

December 20th—Local delivery, 

Last year—in spite of many 
appeals for Early Mailing—more 


“than 10,000,000 letters and 
Christmas cards were dropped 
into mail boxes in Toronto on 


December 22, 23 and 24, and in- 
coming trains on those dates 
brought in. many additional car- 
loads of mail. As a result of this 


deluge of last-minute mailing, 
Christmas mails could not‘ be 
cleaned up until several days after 
Christmas.

Plans For Better 
Post-War Britain 


Freedom From Want For 
Working Classes Object of 
Sir Willlam Beveridge’s 
Proposals 


Sir William Beveridge, noted 
British economist, has given Brit- 
ain a plan for post-war social 


security which forsees a system | 


of compulsory state insurance 
covering every person in Britain, 
regardless of age, income or job, 
against almost all forms of per- 
sonal want or insecurity, 

The outlines of the plan, drawn 
up by a government-appointed 
committee were made public last 
week. The report now goes to 
Parliament for action—which Sir 
William urged be started imme- 
diately so the program could be 
instituted right after the war. 

Theoretically there would be 
work for all. The state woula 
control medical services, if a 
man couldn’t work for some rea- 
son, he would get (basically) $5 
a week for himself and wife and 
$1.50 for each‘child. Retirement 
(not “old age”) pensions would be 
provided for all, beginning for 
men at .65, for women at 60, 
Housewives would: be recognized 
officially as performing special 
services and possessing special 
needs, which would be covered as 
would those of any wage earner. 

The whole scheme would cost 
about $3,200,000,000 a year, with 
$1,200,000,000 paid in $1 weekly 
contributions from people with 
incomes plus contributions from 
employers, while the government 
paid the other $2,000,000,000. 
This would mean permanent drain 
on the exchequer that would keep 
the postwar income tax above 7 
shillings in the pound (35 per 
cent). 

The benefits were worked on 
e basis of a.cost-of-living which 
has ritem.25 per cent since 1938. 

The plaf, if. carried through 
by the government will go far 
towards securing the British 
people freedom from want and 
will greatly strengthen the demo- 
eracy by raising the happiness and 
well-being of the common man.

Nor Holy This Year 


Christmas Eve has always meant 
much to Germans, says the New 
York Times. Every family feasted 
and looked forward to a cheerful 
new year. Accordingly Hitler's 
government is doing its’ best to 
make the most of the traditional 
spirit. There are to be special ra- 
tions for the civilian population 
and one kilo of peas or beans, one 
of flour and sugar and’ a large 
sausage for every soldier on leave, 


while Czechs Poles,” Greeks, 
Frenchmen and Yugosiavians 
starve, All this, Germans ‘are  al- 
ready told, is made possible by 
good harvests home and the 
exploitation of occupied countries. 


Thus are.conquest and Hitler’s 
conception of peace on earth and 
will toward men to be justified, 

Will the German people content 
themselves with this? They know 
that -the little extra mea to be 
doled out comes from = ¢attle 
slaughtered for lack of fodder, that 
six million ‘foreigners who are 
forced to labor must be fed, that 
thousands of Ukrainians and 
sians brought-into Germany must 
be provided: with shoes, that the 
health of the country {s In a pre- 
carious state, and that the stric- 
test control is necessary even in 
foreign countries to prevent infla- 
tion. Worst of all is the problem 
of national health. With only one 
physician left for every 12,000 civ- 
ilians, Germany faces a medical 
collapse which must have far- 
reaching effects on war produce- 
tion, The tuberculosis rate is ris- 
ing so rapidly that a new national 
organization has been created to 
take the place of divers state, pri- 
vate, city and party institutions. 
Diphtheria, pneumonia and other 
infectious diseases are taking 
more than the usual toll, The death 
rate for live births and for the age 
group between one and 20 years 
has been rising alarmingly. Such 
is the shortage of medicines -that 
the lines at drug stores are, as 
long as those at food shops. Hos- 
pitals are so overcrowded with 
wounded soldiers that civilians 
must be cared for at home, chief- 
ly by their families. 

Despite the attacks on the 
church, Germans will sing “Stille 
Nacht, Heilige Nacht” (Silent 
Night, Holy Night) as of yore. But 
this Christmas Eve will be neith- 
er tranquil nor holy. The older 
generation will heave a nostalgic 
sigh when it contrasts it with its 
predecessors of happier times, 
“Stille Nacht, Heilige Nacht’— 
the sentiment must seem a mock- 
ery now. And all because a ruling 
clique led by a fanatic has yet to 
discover that the precepts of the 
@reat religions express age-old con- 
victions of civilized mankind and 
stand for something more than the 
imaginary predestination of any 
one nation to rule the world.

Dec. 6 was the 25th anniversary 


of one of the worst single disas- 
ters in the world's history. 
It was on Sunday Dec. 6, 1917, 


that the Halifax explosion literally 
blew apart the entire northern 
section of the city of 60,000 people, 

Today scars are atill visible in 
Halifax, which is. again a busy 
wartime seaport. 

In the northern end of the city, 
in the west narrows, which divide 
Bedford Basin from the stream or 
main harbor, two ships collided 
25 years ago—the Imo, a freighter 
of Norwegian registry loaded. with 
8,000 tons of wheat under Belgian 
relief charter, and the French 
freighter Mont Blane, carrying 4,- 
000 tons of explosives.
